health, the mingling of 
the atoms 
might produce baleful consequences 
But now we are assured by an emi­ 
nent Boston physician, professor of 
Harvard Medical School, that kissing 
is a perfectly safe pastime so far as 
bacteria are concerned—that the only 
possible danger 
in 
kissing is from 
heart trouble. 
It is safe to say that 
the whole population that has not out 
lived the years of romance will join 
in hearthy thanks to this learned p r o ­ 
fessor. 
The 
possible danger 
from 
heart trouble will be to them a negli- 
gible quantity. 
Heart trouble is what 
many of them are looking for, and if- 
it should prove fatal they would be 
in ttu* stae of bliss of the insect de­ 
scribed by the poet as dying of a rose 
in aromatic pain. 
Now that the ball 
has been started we shall 
possibly 
hear from other good authorities that 
other customary delights need not be 
eschewed for fear of microbes. 
Per­ 
haps the terror of microbes in con

aerial phenomenon akin to the mirage. 
It Is seen in many parts of the world, 
bui most frequently and In greatest 
perfection at the strait of Messina, 
between Sicily and Italy. 
So many 
conditions 
must 
coincide, 
however, 
that even there it is of comparatively 
rare occurrence. 
To allow of its pro­ 
duction the sun must be at an angle 
of forty-five degrees with the water, 
both sky and sea must be calm and 
rhe tidal current sufficiently strong 
to cause the water in the center to 
rise higher than on the edges of the 
strait. When these conditions are fully 
met the 
observer on the heights of 
Calabria, looking toward Messina, will 
behold a series of rapidly changing 
pictures, sometimes of most exquisite 
beauty. 
Castles, colonnades, successions of 
beautiful arches, palaces, cities, witli 
houses and streets and church domes, 
mountains, forests, grottoes, will ap­ 
pear and vanish, to be succeeded per- ;

Work of Experts Aboard the Coant 
V e s s e l , t h e F i s h Hawk. 
Lying at anchor in the Delaware 
River off Gloucester i.s a little vessel 
painted an immaculate white, which : 
i bears across her bow the name, Fish 
Hawk, the Philadelphia Ledger says. 
She belongs to the United States fish j 
commission. Her crew is clearing her i 
decks 
for 
action, 
laying out 
long 
spawning tables and toiling away in 
preparation for the millions of shad 
eggs which will soon come to the ves­ 
sel from the fishermen up and down 
the river. 
While the Fish HawTk has been em­ 
ployed in shad hatching on the Dela­ 
ware many seasons since 1881, this is 
her first visit here in four years. 
She 
covers the entire esatern coast from 
the Kennebec to Key West. 
The work of egg collecting is done 
by the crew of forty-three men, all of 
whom are experts. They go out to the j 
fishing grounds in small boats towed j 
by steam launches and there secure 1 
from the market fishermen the shad j 
which are about to spawn. These eggs 
are fertilized in large pans and after 
several days are placed in jars in 
w'hlch they hatch in from four to seven 
days, the length of time depending on j 
the temperature of the water. 
When j 
the shad have attained the size of h a lf , 
an Inch they are taken to the river 
beds and turned loose. 
The Fish Hawk has collected as 
many as 125,000,000 e^gs in a season, 
80 to 95 per cent of which have proved 
fertile. 
In nature, it Is said, *not 5 
per cent of the eggs hatch. 
The Fish 
Hawk has 350 hatching jars, each ca 
pable of holding 85,000 to 90,000 eggs.

tion!” to the first buzz of the wireless 
wave-prod uci ng spa rk . 
There is more to opening a wireless 
station than hauling the apparatus 
from the wagon. 
It means erecting a 
mast 40 feet high, spreading for 150 
feet each, four-stranded wires which 
perform the double purpose of holding 
up the mast and of serving as the 
antennae of the wireless set, spreading 
another smaller set of insulated wire 
at the base of the mast for a “ground,” 
and connecting the instruments and 
the source of power. 
When the first portable wireless was 
made in this country a few years ago 
a 60-foot mast was -required, demand­ 
ing a complicated system of guys, a 
troublesome ground and several hun­ 
dred feet radius of clear space for the 
erection of the station.

yet to miss entirely the real purpose 
of the daily bath. 
The cold plunge or shower is excel­ 
lent in its way for those to whom it 
i.s suited, that is, for the young and 
the vigorous, who react perfectly. For 
these it is invigorating and stim ulat­ 
ing. 
As a cleansing process 
it 
is 
hardly enough, because getting clean 
does not mean merely letting water 
pass over the surface of the body. 
To be really clean one must make 
sure that the millions of tiny pores 
by means of which the skin does its 
work for the physical economy, are 
kept cleared of waste products and in 
good working condition. 
The skin is one of the most impor­ 
tant of the scavengers of the system 
but one cannot expect it to do its 
work properly if its myriads of tiny 
holes through which it gives off waste 
matter are blocked. 
This waste matter is largely given 
off in the perspiration, which is coin­ 
ing through it all the time, whether 
sensibly or Insensibly. 
If this per­ 
spiration is checked, the waste prod 
ucis are driven into the system, with 
the result that the other organs of 
elimination, the kldnejs or the bow 
els, are asked to do double duty, and 
double duty is not demanded of any 
organ long without a bill having to be 
paid somehow, some time. 
To keep the skin in perfect working 
condition an occasional bath that real­ 
ly washes it is called for.

EMBEZZLEMENT IS CHARGED 


In Addition to This, Former President 


of the Citizens' National at Evans 


Ville Is Accused of Making False En­ 


tries in the Books of the Bank and 


in Reports to the Controller of the 


Currency— Bond Furnished. 


Evansville. Ind., June 24.—Captain 
Simeon 
P. Gillett, former president 
of the Citizens’ National bank, w*as ar­ 
rested on a federal grand jury indict­ 
ment, charging him 
w’ith embezzle­ 
ment. 
Bond was promptly furnished. 
Captain Gillett is charged in the in­ 
dictment with making false entries in 
the books of the bank and in reports 
to the controller of the currency, and 
with abstracting, embezzling and mis­ 
application of funds of the bank. The 
indictment sets forth that about $9,OOO 
was abstracted. 
Tho indictment con­ 
tains 87 counts. 
It is charged that Captain Gillett 
caused to be paid out of the funds of 
the bank various sums of money on 
notes of Aaron M, Wiel and Jacob Ki- 
chel, although he knew at the time 
payment was made that the men w’ere 
insolvent. 
He also is charged w’ith the 
misapplication of $770 of the funds of 
the bank by paying to Wiel $770 on a 
“pretended” note of T. H. Jcnner. 
It is charged that in a number of 
reports to the controller of the curren­ 
cy from Aug. 22, 1907, to Nov. 16. 1909, 
Captain Gillett made false entries as 
to 
various 
matters, 
including 
the 
amount of loans carried by the bank, 
the discounts and overdrafts carried 
the amounts due to trust companies 
and savings banks, iii** amount of in­ 
dividual deposits in the bank, and the 
liability of himself and \V. I*. Swarm* 
stedt, who was cashier, as indorse rs or 
g u a r a n t o r s . 
These faire entries, it is charged, 
caused the amounts of loans and dis­ 
counts carried by the Liank to appear 
larger tlran they really were; showed 
the amounts of overdrafts to be small­ 
er than they really were, and amounts 
due trust and savings banks to be 
smaller than they really were.

Into her own. 
If It’s a representative of 
th* oilier sex who juggles with the tizzy 
water, he’s a sovereign and a white jacket 
and apron are his robes of state. 
For soda 
w ater has reached one of the very highest 
notches alongside wheat and automobiles 
and hash and beer in the scale of life’s necessities. This 
is true all over the broad land from New York as far 
west as R< no, Nev,, or even farther west to Osekuewe, 
Cal. 
Ice cream soda has been placed upon a marble 
pedestal and we arn all bowed down in worship— old 
men, co*eds, stereotypers, sum m ery girls, m iddleaged 
ladies and David Belasco. 
Every day, sum m er and win­ 
ter, we shove our nickel over the slab and m urm ur 
hum bly th a t a destiny would be unfulfilled unless we 
had a “raspberry phosphate” or a “pistachio royal sun* 
dae,” with green trim m ings. 
And all this means things in cold, com parative fig* 
tires that sth k in your brain and make you think of 
economy and the increased price of living, the poor 
children starving in the slums abd other disturbing 
things when you’re going to tu rn into the corner drug 
or fruit store for one of them banana frappes, the very 
latest thing for 15 cents. 
But here’s what the figures show? 
T hat ten billions 
of nickels are spent every year at soda fountains in 
this country, and as there are only a billion nickels in 
circulation, it is plain to be seen that each one of them 
w'ould have to m ake ten trips to the soda fountain lf 
only nickels were used. 
T hat the nation’s expenditure 
for soda w ater and carbonated drinks Viis year is esti­ 
m ated at $500,000,000. 
It m akes It all the more ap­ 
palling when you think th at that Is half a billion dol­ 


lars, which would buy fifty-five Dreadnoughts, and is 
three times th'e value of the yearly output of automo­ 
biles and would pay the debts of all the American 
churches four times over and would defray the univer­ 
sity expenses of half a million students and is more 
than double the combined yearly cost of the arm y and 
navy. Wow! 
The am ount of soda w ater consumed year­ 
ly Is estimated at 479,062,500 gallons, which is 
dis­ 
pensed from 120,000 fountains. 
The average price of a

Not that he hands out 
hot drinks only In blizzard tem perature; tar from it. 
Soda fountain drinks tickle the palates of the count­ 
less numbers the year round, and finis it, happens that 
the disher—the handy little tool th a t soda fountain at­ 
ten d an ts have for scooping up the cream —never gets a 
vacation. 
Besides the direct profits, the soda fountains bring 
into the drug stores people who buy medicines, soap, 
perfumery, toilet articles, etc. 
The cost of the fountain 
itself is far from representing the entire outlay. While 
in a small establishm ent the druggist finds it econom­ 
ical to buy his soda and cream, in a large one he makes 
it himself, and therefore buys carbonators, freezers, 
syrup percolators and other apparatus. 
Minor acces­ 
sories, too, m ust be provided.

Yarrow’ is probably the smallest vil­ 
lage hi Missouri that has an electric 
light plant, a Kirksville (Mo.) col re­ 
spondent of the K ansas City S tar says. 
Tine population of Yarrow consists of 
the families of a grocerym an, a black­ 
sm ith, a m iller and two retired farm ­ 
ers. 
Each family has its home bril­ 
liantly lighted by electricity. 
The electric light plant is owned 
and operated by Mil bael Webber, who 
has for twenty years or more run an 
old-fashioned w ater mill at Yarrow. 
Mr. Webber is an inventive m an and 
recently he conceived the idea of a t­ 
taching his w ater m achinery to a ten- 
horse-power dynamo and m aking elec­ 
tricity for him self and neighbors. 
A 
dynamo was installed at a nominal 
cost and for the first time in the his­ 
tory of the village of Yarrow elec­ 
tric lights w'ere tu rn ed on recently. 
Mr. Webber says he expects to put 
in a larger dynamo and to light the 
entire southwest corner of Adair coun­ 
ty. 
He says further th a t the Chariton 
river as a source of w ater 
power 
should be developed, as it has great 
possibilities for K irksville and other 
towns near the stream . 
He is Inter­ 
ested in a project to put a $100,000 
dam . across 
the 
Chariton west of 
Kirksville and to Install 
a 
modern 
power plant. 
The dam that now’ furnishes power 
for his mill Is only seven feet high 
and w'as built in 1849. 
For years it 
furnished the powrer for an old-fash­ 
ioned under shot 
w ater wheel, but 
more recently he has installed two 
wheels of com paratively late pattern 
which now give him 
approxim ately 
seventy-five horse-power, which is suf­ 
ficient for grinding corn and buck­ 
w heat and running the dynamo for his 
light plant.

Sorghum will do better In a dry 
season sown in drills than if sown 
broadcast. The grain drill can be used 
by stopping up two or three of the 
holes. 
Land on which sorghum is to be 
grown should be thoroughly prepared 
and the seed covered only to a depth 
sufficient to secure enough m oisture 
for prom pt germ ination. 
It comes up 
very delicate, b u t when once firmly 
rooted m akes a rem arkable 
growth 
It can be sown to great advantage 
when it is too late to plant corn, and 
hence is a desirable crop on lands th a t 
are w ettish or w hich for any reason 
cannot be put in corn. 
For sowing broadcast use 60 pounds 
of germ inable 
seed per 
acre. 
For 
drills, 45 pounds; w inter pasture, 2 
pounds, 
and for molasses, 
8 or IO 
pounds.—A gricultural Epitomist. 


T h e P o t a t o W a r t . 
Now there is a new potato ehemy 
reported from the far west. 
T his tim e 
it Is the “w art d isease.' 
It affects the 
tubers in the ground, form ing large, 
unsightly 
w arts, and in severe at 
tacks completely destroying the crop. 
It is a fungus growth, and once the 
soil is polluted w ith it several years 
m ust pass before it is safe to crop the 
sam e land to potatoes again. 
The disease appeared first in H un­ 
gary in 1896. 
It has spread to other 
parts of Europe, including England. 
T here is danger th a t it may spread to 
Ireland. 
$t has been carried to New­ 
foundland, from which there is danger 
It may be brought to Canada and the 
United States. 
The fungus is spread by using af­ 
fected potatoes for planting, so it is 
extrem ely im portant th a t questionable 
seed should 
be scientifically treated 
before planting. 
The United States D epartm ent 
of 
A griculture has recently issued a cir­ 
cular (for free uistributlon) giving a 
brief account of the potato w art di­ 
sease.— N ational Magazine. 


P o i n t e r * o n P e n C u ltu re . 
Ax'oid fresh m anure and wet, mucky 
(Oil. 
A light, loamy soil is best for pea 
culture. 
Spring-sown peas are m ore produe 
tive th an those late sown. 
The dw arf varieties can be drilled at 
15 inches if hoed by hand. 
W hen the peach tree is in bloom 
the drilling of peas may be safely com­ 
menced. 
Table peas should be picked from 
the vines when about two-thirds de­ 
veloped, as then they are tender and 
luscious. 
Four seeds to the inch is a good 
ratio in sowing peas in rows. 
The 
plants can be afterw ard thinned out 
to two to the inch. 
E arly pease do best on good, warm 
loamy soil, not over-rich, but yet not 
poor. 
W hen too rich, the grow th runs 
m ore to vines than peas. 
W rinkled peas seldom ripen as com­ 
pletely as round ones, and are more 
apt to decay under some soil condi­ 
tions, especially in cold or wet w eath­ 
er. 
The reason is th a t the w rinkled 
varieties are soft, 
while the round 
ones are hard. 
When ready for use pick all pods 
from vines. 
If allowed to ripen new 
pods will cease to form on the vines 
and even pods partly advanced will 
stop growing. 


S traw b erry I.and. 


previously has grow n a crop of pota­ 
toes or vegetables, all the better; if 
not, then take the next best acre avail­ 
able. 
Next spring plow this m anure un­ 
der, setting your plow so it will lay 
the furrow on Ifs edge ra th e r than 
tu rn it over flat. 
When the plow lays 
the slice of soil upon its edge, the 
m anure is held between the slices or 
furrow's near the surface; 
while if 
the plow is set so that it will invert 
the slice of soil, the m anure will be 
throw n directly on the underside, and 
if it is coarse, straw y m anure, it w’ill 
interfere with capillary action. 
If the manure-covered 
ground be 
properly plowed, it is an easy m atter 
to mix the m anure with the soil, and 
thus make It. spongy and capable of 
holding large quantities of moisture. 


Wind-XIillM iii SiMiil-Arid-WeMt. 
The rainfall in the semi-arid west 
being always light, settlem ent in th a t 
section is to a certain extent hazard­ 
ous, but the m inions of acres now 
barren, which would prove rich and 
fertile if irrigated are now attractin g 
eastern farm ers who are prone to risk 
failure in view of t i e possibility*;* n 
years of favorable precipitation. Some 
of this land will be reclaimed through 
irrigation, and tile glow ing of drought 
re sistan t crops and the adoption of 
Improved methods of culture will do 
much to make the farm ing of these 
lands less hazardous. 
But there have 
been m any deplorable failures which 
could 
have 
been averted, 
had the 
settlers fortified 
themselves 
against 
periods of drought by irrigating small 
p arts of their holdings. 
It Is w ith a view of helping such 
th at the feasibility of pumping w ater 
for the irrigation of small areas in 
connection with dry land farm ing of 
more extensive areas was investigated 
by the irrigation office of the United 
States D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
Large wind m ovem ent provides a 
cheap source of power for lifting un­ 
derground water, and the results of 
these investigations are embodied in a 
farm ers’ bulletin (No. 394) entitled, 
“The Use of W indm ills in Irrigation 
in the Semi-arid W est,” just issued by 
the departm ent. The possibility of this 
is set out in a simple comprehensive 
way, and 
practical 
suggestions are 
made to those who are now using or 
are contem plating the use of w ind­ 
mills for pum ping w ater for irrigation. 
The data given for plants on the great 
plains show, however, that the w ind­ 
mill is not a cheap source of power, 
th a t to accomplish this result requires 
capital, and that if the conditions ri*- 
quire too great outlay it precludes the 
possibility of such a procedure. 
The bulletin treats on the sources of 
w ater supply, the quantity of w ater 
available, well casing, sinking wells, 
capacity of mills, choice of tower, erec­ 
tion of mills, pumps, reservoirs, m ain ­ 
tenance of mills, crops under windm ill 
Irrigation and closes w ith a descrip­ 
tion of methods and mills now in use 
in Kansas, 
Nebraska, Colorado and 
California. 


M a n u r e on 
One acre of straw berries is as much 
as any beginner should attem pt at 
first says the F ru itm a n and Gardener, 
and th at acre should be put into the 
highest possible condition of fertility. 
Cover it over in the w inter with good 
barnyard m anure at the rate of about 
fifteen tons to the acre, spread even­ 
ly. 
If you have land available that 


S h e e p unit I*u«ture. 
Stockmen will be gratified to learn 
th a t Uncle Sam is studying means of 
using sheep to regenerate overgrazed 
ranges. 
Unique experim ents now be­ 
ing conducted by the United States 
a t the experim ent station w ithin the 
W alloka national forest in northeast­ 
ern Oregon dem onstrate th a t the graz­ 
ing of sheep under proper restrictions 
is an im portant factor in the work of 
reseeding overgrazed ranges. 
The problem being studied is th a t 
of restoring to depleted ranges their 
original covering of m ountain bunch 
grass. 
This grass is one of the most 
im portant of the sum m er forage plants 
in the higher ranges of the northw est 
and its rapid disappearance from the 
ranges by reason of overstocking could 
only be regarded as a direct economic 
loss to the stockmen. 
Special a tten ­ 
tion has therefore been given to the 
restoration of the grass by the head 
of the forest service, and his latest re­ 
port shows that a thorough reseeding 
has been secured upon the areas to 
which a protective grazing system has 
been applied. 
In the initial stages three different 
methods of reseeding were used. Upon 
one area the seed was allowed to drop 
to the ground w ithout treatm ent. The 
seed was 
brushed in with a brush, 
drag or harrow on the second tract 
and upon the third tract a band of 
sheep was "passed over the area in a 
compact body twice. 
This sum m er it 
has been found 
th a t the 
area not 
treated has the lightest stand of seed­ 
lings, while 
the resulting 
seedling 
stand on the other two areas showed 
but little variation 
in density, 
but 
later, during the period of drought 
the seedlings on the area brushed over 
died out badry, while on the area upon 
which the sheep harrow ed in the seed 
there w’as a very little loss. 
Closer exam ination 
developed the 
fact th a t the root system s of the seed, 
w’hich had been tram pled in were one- 
half to one inch deeper in the soil 
than the root 
system s of the seed 
which had been brushed in this con­ 
dition being due to the soil more deep­ 
ly by the sheep th an by the brush 
harrow . 
So far as the investigation has been 
carried It indicates th a t a denser and 
m ore drouth resistant stand of bush­ 
grass can be secured w here the sheep 
are allowed on an area after the plants 
have seeded and dropped the seed than 
w here they are excluded throughout 
the entire season.

He made a futile fight to con- 
| ceal his identity from Captain Henry 
Harrison Scott, the brother of the mur­ 
dered woman, w ho had come from his 
| station at Fort Fisher to search the 
liners reaching here in the next ten 
days, in the hope of running down the 
sla yer of his sister. 
Captain Scott 
was armed with a description of Charl­ 
ton and with a sample of his writing 
and in the face of these the boy—he is 
only 
twenty-one 
years 
old—finally 
broke down and confessed to the mur­ 
der in the office of Chief of Police 
Ha yes, where he had been taken from 
the pier. This is the confession w-hich 
he made to the chief, sitting in his of­ 
fice, and which when put in typewrit­ 
ten form, he signed: 
“ My name is Porter Charlton. 
I liv e 
at 204 West Fifty-fifth street. New 
York. 
I am twenty-one years old; wa s 
born in Omaha, Neb., and am a bank 
clerk. 
My wife and I liv ed happily
